dressed the Rotary club and twelve 
civil war soldiers of Rushville and 
vicinity, who were guests of 
the 


club, at the 
weekly 
meeting of 


Rotariaiis today noon. 


"As long as men are created as 


they are,"' the 
congressman said, 


"there docs not setm to be much 
eham-e to remove the causes of war 
but we all live* in the hope that some 
day we will s?c war outlawed.''

United States'* and "Annie Laurie," 
Mrs. George Hogsett playing the 
accompaniment. 


Congressman 
Elliott was intro- 


duced by John A. Titsworth, boy- 
hood friend 
of the 
congressman, 


who said that the speaker was a 
man of splendid attainments, with 
a personality that drew men to him 
and made friendships 
that 
held 


them together liy bunds of steel. Mr. 
Titsworih compliments him for his 
fine personal qualities and his de- 
votion to duty.

Day," said the congressman," a day 
•upon which all good and true Amer- 
icans .should shed a tear, pause and 
reflect that had it liot been for the- 
privations 
and 
sufferings of the 


men at Hie Valley Forge, the val- 
iant services of the civil war sold- 
iers followed by Hie heroic efforts 
of 1hc men in the late war, we would 
not be able to s;ng that splendid 
son:;, 'America.' 


'•Had it not been for the far-t that 


the revolutionary war was fought, 
we niijrlit mm- be a dependency of 
Great Britain. 
Had not the civil 


war soldiers performed (lie valiant 
services that they did, our country 
might now be divided into 37 or 3S 
small countries like Europe is to- 
day, 
with its attendant difficulties." 


Th'1 congressman referred to the 


war of 3S12, the Mexican war aiid 
the Spanish-American war and said 
that the survivors of these conflicts 
were entitled to the same credit as 
those of all other wars. 


He recalled thai it was said af- 


ter ihe civil wad that the returning 
Milijn rs wiinld bo worthless. 
How- 


ever, though they found a clearing 
in a wilderness, and were not met 
at the train by » limousine, they 
wdit 
In worl; and 
built 
roads, 


chun-hrs,' si-lmols and homes and 
made possible 
this city of Rush- 


ville, the line <-onntv of Rush and 
Ihe splendid institutions that lloui 
ish 
here 
today, the congressman 


continued. 


The speaker related that the S">v- 


crumcnt was able to do little fur 
the civil war soldiers at first, ami 
that pensions three years after the 
war amounted to only 30 mi]!i:m 
dollars, whereas aid for soldiers in 
the last war amounts to a half bil- 
lion dollars. 


"All of which demonstrates," he 


said, '-that the soldiers of the civil 
war performed the greatest service 
after the war was over." 


In closing, he commented upon 


the great cost of war pointing out 
that about S5 per cent of the taxes 
raised at the present time go for 
wars past, present and future, that 
the last war cost more than the 
total expenses of the government, 
from the time the constitution was 
'adopted until the opening of the 
last war, including the cost of all 
wai-s, and that nearly one million 
of the three and a half million ap- 
propriated annually by 
the 
con- 


gress is to pay the interest on the 
public debt caused mostly by war 
and one million is needed for p"eh- 
sions.

Although the Rush county board 


>f education, composed of the town- 
ship trustees, has never taken any 
iction on the proposal that Rush 
iounty seek to be designated as such 
i county, this county is regarded 
s a. competitor for the honor at the 
ffice of the state superintendent of 
public instruction, B J. Burris, ac- 
cording to W. E. Wagoner, former 
lush county superintendent, who is 
now assistant state 'high school in- 
.pector. The trustees will probably 
ake some action in the matter at the 
nonthly meeing next Monday. 


Hendricks and Johnson coimties 


are both after the honor, Lagrange 
lounty, having already been desig- 
nated as one of the two counties. It 
s -pointed out that the 
experiment 


vill not interfere with any

>erogatives of the trustees, but that 
t will raise the standard

schools and will make. Rush county 
famed throughout the United States 
as Indiana is the only state selected

II DEATHS AT MIDNIGHT 


Many Others Are Injured in Upris- 


ing at Dresden, as Reds Sway 


on Toward Berlin

Berlin, May 29—Communists who 


•have rioted in many Ruhr cities and 
in Saxony plan a great upheaval in 
Berlin tomorrow, according to un- 
confirmed rumors afloat here. • 


Bloody fighting between reds and 


police at Dresden -at muhught result- 
ed in eleven deaths, according to re- 
ports reaching nere. 


The Trench, who have with-held 


from interference in the disturbanc- 
es in most instances, today prohibit- 
ed public assemblies at 
Reckling- 


bansen, and probably wfll extend the 
prohibition to other parts of the 
Ruhr. The move, it is believed, mav 
mark the beginning of Frenen inter- 
vention to prevent serions 
conse- 


quences of the rioting. 


The possibility of a red disturb- . 


anee in Berlin is alarming, the- au- 
thorities, as this, it is felt, would 
be .far more serious than those else- 
where.

Railroad Consolidation 


One of the most important tasks 


ever undertaken by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is now 
re- 


ceiving1 the attention of that body. 
This ihas iu view the formulation of 
a plan for consolidation of railroads 
into a relatively few large competi- 
tive systems. Economy of operation 
and greater efiicicrit-y 
in handling 


freight and passengers is the end in 
view.' 


This project has been taken up in 


pursuance of the transportation a/t 
passed by a Congress in 1920. That 
act provides for either u compulsory 
or •& voluntary 
consolidation 
of 


railroad properties. Paragraph 4 of 


Section 407 of "the act; requires '"the 
commission, to prepare a plan. , for 
consolidation of railway.•: properties 
into a limited number of Bys.tems, 
preserving .competition, as fully '<as 
possible and also preserving existing 
routes and -channels of trade 'and 
commerce. Subject to those require- 
ments, systems are to !he_ so arranged 
that cost of transportation over 
competitive systems shall' be pracV 
tic-nlly the same, so that these com- 
petitive systems can employ .uniform 
rates in movement of competitive 
traffic and, presumably, under effi- 
cient management, substantially the 
same ra.te of return be earned. When 
the commission 'has agreed upon a. 
tentative plan it is required to con- 
duct hearings for the purpose of re- 
ceiving the opinions of "railway of- 
ficials and representatives of States. 
After the hearings are at an end 
the 'commission is given power to 
adopt a plan 
for. .consolidation. 


Hearings are now in progress. 


The voluntary plan for consolida- 


tion provides that any two or more 
carriers-'Ijy.railroad may consolidate 
subjecj^ to the general 
conditions 


above mentioned for a. compulsory 
system and with the further proviso 
that the bonds and capitaPstock, at 
par, of the 
'consolidated system 


shall not exceed the value of the 
consolidated properties 
*as deter- 


mined by the Interstate 
Commerce 


Commission. This is to prevent is- 
suance of watered stock. Consolida- 
tions by voluntary act of railroad 
corporations are' subject to approv- 
al after hearing. 


It seenfe likely that most consol- 


idations that take place will be under 
the voluntary provisions of the law. 
The tendency iu past years has been 
lo -consolidate railroads, the strong 
roads buying up the property of the 
weaker. For a {treat many years 
there was strong popular prejudice 
against those consolidations, prob- 
ably for the reason that in some in- 
RtiuifiLv: the eonolidations would elim- 
inate rather than stimulate competi- 
tion. Under the ulan which Uie In- 
terstate Commerce Commission has 
tentatively foiinuQ:itcd a few large 
systems will be 'created connecting 
the chief transportation centers and 
absorbing the smaller lines into the 
large systems. The plan is of such a 
nature that a shipper will in most in- 
stances have a choice between two

There would be no "opportunity for 
one road'to shirk'responsibility for 
inefficiency as the whole length of.

Thfere'would be some saving in ovcr.- 
liead costs but this would probably, 
be o£ relatively minor importance. ..

"McTigue- may be the recognized

He won 
seventeen- rounds in the fight with 
MeTigue, and no fighter ever earned

says. 


While he was in Germany and

long ways where he could buy hand- 
made shoes for Hie 'equivalent of two 
dollars and a banquet for twqnty- 
five cents. 


Sampson shipped' over'.on. thei'Re- 


lianc.e, and he got a discharge in 
Hamburg with a, month's 
pay ' of 


twenty dollars. That was enough to 
keep him for two incjnths in Ger- 
many; and he hit for Berlin, where 
lie stumbled into a fight with Hans 
Breiton-sfcrater, the German champ- 
ion, and knocked him out. 


Afer Ilia had1 cleaned up all the 


Germain and Austrian heavies he had 
iv fight arranged with Siki, and was 
negotiating withy Paris promoters for 
a fight with Carpentier, but he lost 
both matches when the French went 
in the Ruhr _ section. 


"The boxing commission then put

some good moiney," he- said.

If Farmers Were Encouraged to 


Grow More Beets They Would 
Automatically Keep Price Down 


Seymour, Ind., May 29—Sugar 


prices can be reduced by growing 
more sugar in this country, accord-" 
ing to Charles H. Allen, President of 
the Farmers Sugar Company of 
Defiance, Ohio who spoke at nbon to- 
day at a meeting of the Seymour 
Rotary Club. 


Mr. Allen heads a co-operatiye'Or- 


ranization of Ij200 Ohio farmers who 
are buildipg their own. sugar factory 
a'nel said his sole purpose in accept- 
ing the invitation to give "this ad- 
dress was to show how sugar prices 
can toe reduced and American agri-. 
culture improved by growing more 
American sugar on American farms 
for the American people. 


"Ainericab beet sugar is not in- 


volved in the present government; 
suit to end gambling in sugar" said 
Mr. Allen, "because American sugar 
is all sold in granulated form .direct 
from' the factory to the distributor. 
Sugar prices. were boosted 
by the 


trusts after the domestic^ product 
had been sold and eaten. If American 
farmers were encouraged to grow 
more beets, their competition with 
tlie Cuban sugar trusts would auto- 
matically keep the price down." 


The American sugar industry, with 


the exception of one1 small company 
in Ohio and another in- California, is 
not only independent and free from 
the control; of the big trust' accord- 
ing to Mr. Allen, but it handles a 
product composed of nothing but the 
sunshine tha.t warms the soil and the 
rain that falls upon it. 


'Sugar is nothing but carbon, hy- 


drogen and oxygen—elements of the 
air and water. When the sugar is ex- 
tracted, the fertile matter of. the 
beet plant goes !baek to the land. 
For this reason, sugar lakes no fer- 
tility from the soil. 


"We bought in 1020 nearly a bil- 


lion dollars worth of foreign sunshine 
a'pd rain, just as if we did not have 
any ourselves," said the speaker. 
"It is >an economic crime to sell the 
exhaustible mineral matter 
of the 


soil. It is^even more a crime to use 
it to buy ^he inexhaustible sunshine 
and rain of which we'liave plenty 
ourselves."

This Memorial Day is of special 


significance to the

marks the culmination of a nation- 
wide campaign which the. legion has 
conducted to raise a permanent en- 
dowment fund to provide for the an- 
nnal decoration of 'graves of 32,000 
war dead in Eucrope. The fund will 
reach $100,000 when all contributions 
have been received, it was announced 
at Legion headquarters. 


Observances throughout the coun- 


try will take the form of pilgrimages 
to cemeteries to .place flowers on. the 
graves of all soldiers. In. the north 
the legionnaires are* taking up the' 
duty of decorating the graves, of 
Union veterans, relieving the thinning 
ranks of the G. A. B. from the duty' 
they had religiously performed for 
many years. In the south, the legion- 
naires •will decorate the graves of 
those -who wore tlie gray. 


Patriotic addresses •will be 


throughout the country and Legion 
members inarch in solemn parade in. 
the uniforms they put aside

than four years ago. 


America's soldiers sleeping; in for- 


eign soil will not be forgotten. All 
cemeteries in Europe will be visited 
by1 members of foreign legiota. posts. 
Prominent World War leaders from 
allied countries will gather with rep- 
resentatives of the United States 
government and other Americans in.
